Firemen Making 
Home Survey

Members of the Torrance fire 
department began the annual 
Inspection of all residential prop­ 
erty Monday in tho interest of 
public safety and fire preven­ 
tion. 

Chief A. D. Stevenson said 
that the survey will continue 
each, afternoon from 1 to 5 p. m., 
until all homes in the city are 
checked against possible loss 
of life or property. He ex­ 
pressed the hope that residents 
would welcome the fire inspect­ 
ors -and allow them access to 
all parts of homes and grounds. 

"We are looking for hazards 
of all description and "arc not 
going to cause anyone any 
trouble," he said. "The inspec­ 
tion is merely a public service 
that should result in diminished 
fire losses if the danger spots 
are eliminated."

Councilman R. J. Deininger 
told his fellow-board members 
how this was to be done last 
Tuesday. . night. He conveyed 
Manager Stanger's recommenda-

owned by the water department, 
be sold for $15, the disposal of 
the old pump house on Madrid 
avenue for $50 and the sale of 
some old-type water meters for 
$340.

. .Then Deininger said that the 
automatic chlorinator needs a
